ministry. (Story on page 1.) 


So during this year in our families and in our 
parishes we should be celebrating the values 
of family life. and should be committing 
ourselves to revitalizing family life within the 
church and society in general. 


We think the following shortened version of 
an editorial by Msgr. John P. Foley, editor of the 
Catholic Standard and Times of the 
Philadelphia - archdiocese, and issued by 


National Catholic News Service, provides. 


essential food for thought as we plan to begin 
“1980: Year of the Family”: 

New Year’s resolutions for 1980 should have 
special significance because this is the Year of 
the Family. 


What can be done to make family life 
stronger? 


First, we recommend a resolution that the 
entire family attempt to be present each day — 
together — for the evening meal. 


When families do not sit down together for a 
common meal in relative leisure, they fail to 
share their own experiences, troubles and 
aspirations with other members of the family 
and the communication that builds unity and 
provides security no longer exists. 


Second, we recommend a resolution that 
the members of the family join in prayer 
together each day, preferably at the beginning 
and end of the family meal. The reality of 
praying together each day can be an effective

reminder of the dependence of the family 
upon God. 


Third, we recommend a resolution that 
families plan at least one “Family Sunday” 
each month — a Sunday on which all members 
of the family would assist at Mass together and 
would do something together as a family. The 
family activity might be as simple as going to 
the zoo or to a museum, or it might just be 
staying home, enjoying one another's 
company, playing games in which all might 
join, or watching a television program of 
common interest which could promote 
common discussion. 


Fourth, we recommend that each family 
member have some assigned responsibilities. 
Even the smallest child might be given the task 
of making sure that toys are safely stored and 
not scattered, and teen-agers might have more 
responsible tasks, such as some of the family 
shopping. 


In this way, each member of the family is 
trained to accept responsibility — and is aware 
of what disruption is caused when his or her 
“responsibilities are not met. 


Fifth, we recommend a “Family Fast.” 
During Lent, it may be that the Wednesday 
night meal might represent a twofold sacrifice: 
the sacrifice of somewhat diminished intake, 
to identify with the poor and hungry 
throughout the world and to realize the need to 
do penance for our own sins and the sins of 
others; the sacrifice of the money saved on 
behalf of the poor of the community or of the 
world through a program such as “Operation 
Rice Bowl.” ee

At other seasons of the year, the “Family 
Fast” might involve visits to sick relatives or 
works of charity for an elderly neighbor. 


Finally, we recommend a “Family Feast.” 
Days of special festivity should be marked with 
special celebration. While Christmas, 
Thanksgiving, Easter and Mother's Day come 


‘quickly to mind and are seldom forgotten in 


any family, it is important to do something for 
each family member's birthday, for wedding 
anniversaries and for special occasions, such 
as a good report card or a raise at work. 


Five resolutions are a big order—but the 
family is a big responsibility, and new habits 
are needed to bring back old values, the values 
of families who pray together, play together 
and stay together.

_! tried real hard to live a good live, but it 
was difficult because | was very lonely and 
had no one to help me. It seemed that 
every time | made it to the top, my world 
would fall apart. 


| finally turned to dope, and it seemed to 
help me hide the hurt | was feeling inside. 
But there was still something missing in 
my life. | knew what it was, but | didn’t 
think God could give me the love and care! 
needed. All| wanted was to be happy and 
live a good life. 


Then came the time when | not only 
needed more drugs, but the habit was 
becoming too expensive for what | was 
able to earn. That was when | kidnapped a 
- man to obtain the funds, but the plan 
backfired on me and | was caught. 


| am glad God allowed me to be put in 
prison. | have been locked up now for 12 
years, but | feel he had to back me into a 
corner to show me that He could love and 
care for me; that Jesus could be my Lord 
and Savior. 


My life has changed so much now. I love 
people | used to hate, and | think | am 
learning how to love myself, like the Bible 
Says. 


What | need now is the fellowship of - 


loving Catholic people, those who love 
Jesus and want to do his work. All 
prisoners need people and it is not easy 
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when you get out of these places. | need 
Catholic friends who care. 


It is important. | hope someone will write 
to me. | am 29 and_need Catholic friends. 


May God bless you in His loving care and 
hold you in His hands.

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The Vatican’s move against the 
theologian, Father Hans Kung, is 
generating a great deal of emotion, 
ranging from enthusiastic support to 
vehement opposition. 

But before the discussion gets too 
emotional, | would like to offer some 
background for a better understanding of 
what was actually done. 


THE UNIVERSITY at which Father Kung 


teaches is not a Catholic institution. 


Nevertheless, at this university, 
Tuebingen, there-is a faculty of Catholic 


_ theology. And this particular faculty, like a 
. number of others in Europe, holds an 


ecclesiastical status which is rare in the 
United States. 


It is an ecclesiastical or pontifical 
faculty. The degrees it awards have 
canonical recognition by the Vatican. The 
faculty members teach under a “missio 
canonica docendi” (a canonical mission 
of teaching). : ‘ 


A family or so ago, | was naive enough to 
think we could sit down and make family - 
resolutions we could actually keep. | am 
wiser today.

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It was this “mission” or commission 
which was taken away from Father Kung. 
As far as church authorities are 
concerned, this loss disqualifies him from 
continuing to teach on a pontifical faculty. 


JUST LAST MAY the apostolic 
constitution, “Sapientia Christiana,” was 
published. It said a good deal about how 
the Vatican looks on these ecclesiastical 
universities and faculties. Clearly, it sees 
these institutions as having a special 
relationship to the teaching authority of 
the church. 


For example, it says: “There must be in 
these faculties that adherence by which 
they are joined to the full doctrine of 
Christ, whose authentic guardian and 
interpreter has always been through the 
ages the magisterium of the church.” 


Also, “Those who teach matters 
touching on faith and morals are to be 
conscious of their duty to carry out their 
work in full communion with the authentic

Their Catholic ties 


PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES— 
Gov. Edmund G. (Jerry) Brown of 
California and Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts, both 
Catholic, appear to be the top 
challengers to President Jimmy

One received his First Holy 


Communion from Pope Pius XII. The 
other is a former Jesuit seminarian. 


One comes from a family with close 
ties to living and deceased American 
Catholic bishops. The other says he is 
a practicing Catholic but doesn’t wear 
his religion on his sleeve. 


ONE HAS TRANSLATED his — 


religious philosophy into support fora 
broad range of social programs. The 
other has quoted from St. Thomas 
Aquinas and Teilhard de Chardin to 
express his personal spirituality. 


Both have drawn the ire of pro-life 
groups for their similar positions on 
abortion: personal opposition but 
little support. for efforts to stop 


government funding or to pass an 


amendment to the Constitution. 


They are the two major challengers 
to President Carter forthe Democratic 
nomination for president, Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy and Gov. 
Edmund Gi Gerry) Brown Jr., both 


BOTH KENNEDY and Brown have 
made Catholic connections. with the 
news a number of times over the past 
several years. 


In 1976, for example, Kennedy said 


- the U.S. bishops’ “Call to Action” 


Social justice consultation earlier that 
year added an “important dimension 
to the place of the laity in fashioning 
and shaping the affairs of ee church 
in our own country.” 


There also was the Massachusetts 
senator's close personal friendship 
with the late Cardinal Richard 
Cushing of Boston, his audiences with 
Pope Paul VI, and his speeches to 
various groups of Catholics. 


AMERICAN CATHOLICS, hetoldthe » 


1971 convention of the Catholic 
Hospital Association, have the 
potential and responsibility to be in 
the vanguard of health care reform for 
the nation. 


In 1976 he addressed the fifth 
annual legislative seminar of 
lobbying organization 
made up of nuns and others who 
support social justice programs, and 
praised Cardinal Raul Silva of 
Santiago, Chile, for his “courageous” 
defense of human rights. 


“A believer who does his best to live 
his life as a Roman Catholic” is the 
way Kennedy's pastor describes the 
candidate, at least according to a 
recent article in Time magazine. 


THEN TOO THERE'S the story of 
Kennedy's unusual first Communion. 
When his father, Joseph P. Kennedy, 
was ambassador to Great Britain, the 
family went to Rome in 1939 for the 
coronation of Pope Pius XII. There the

youngest Kennedy son received his 
first Communion from the pope. 

Brown's Catholic connections with 
the news mostly occurred during his 
1976 run for the presidency. 


When Brown was making headway 


late in the 1976 primary season, the © 


New York Times carried a lengthy 
piece on Brown's spirituality, noting 
his mix of Catholic tradition, Zen 
Buddhism and personal ascetism. 
The Times reported that Brown was 


-proud of his Jesuit seminary training 


and mentioned it often in conversa- 
tion. 


ALSO IN 1976, Brown described his 


_ campaign in the Maryland primary as 


a “coincidence of opposites, which is 
a Thomistic doctrine.” 

Then there was the time, also 
during the 1976 campaign, when 
both NBC and the New York Times 
reported. that’ Brown was not a 
practicing Catholic. 


Brown, who a few weeks earlier 
indicated in an interview with NC 
News that he attended Mass even 


‘though he did-not wear his 


Catholicism ‘‘on his sleeve,”’ 
responded to the reports by simply 
saying, “Il was born a Catholic. | was 
raised a Catholic. | am a Catholic.” 
IN 1977 HE told St. Anthony 
Messenger, national Catholic 
magazine, that the church could 
spark a revolution by inspiring more 


men and women to help solve the - 


problems of their 
instead of 


neighborhoods 
leaving them to the 


-government. 


But Catholic Church officials also 
have criticized both politicians for 
their positions on abortion. 


Bishop Daniel Cronin, whose Fall 
River diocese includes Kennedy's 
Hyannisport residence, . criticized 
Kennedy. in 1975 for leading the 
opposition to a bill that would have 
barred the use of Medicaid and 
welfare ‘funds for abortions not 
needed to save the life of the mother. 


A YEAR AGO, Bishop George Speltz 
of St. Cloud, Minn., said he supported 
a decision to prohibit Kennedy from 
speaking at a Catholic. high school 
because of his opposition to a 
constitutional amendment on 
abortion. 


Brown was similarly criticized in 
1977 by Archbishop John R. Quinn of 
San Francisco for saying he.supports 


- federal money to pay for abortions for 


poor women. 


While religion probably won't be an 
issue in 1980 as it was 20 years 
earlier, there probably will be more 


Catholic connections as Kennedy and - 


Brown get into the thick of the race.
